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XV.—METEOROLOGICAL STATISTICS. 


No. 42.—Notes on the Rainfall of Western Australia for October, November, and December, 
and the Year, 1924. 

_  October.—This month will rank, so far as South-West Coastal and Southern egricultural 
districts are concerned, amongst the wettest Octobers on record. In Perth the total for the 
month, 5-50 inches, was exceeded only once during previous years, Viz.: in October, 1890, 
when 7-87 inches were recorded. The excess was 3-39 inches, but this was surpassed at many 
other stations, Denmark with 4-14 inches above the average, Mundaring with 4-52 inches, 
and Breaksea with 4:02 inches, being notable examples, while in many other instances excesses 
of three inches or over were noted. 

In the Eastern and Northern parts of the agricultural country the excesses were not so pro- 
nounced, but nevertheless of a substantial character, while a large area of the South Coolgardie 
Goldfields also reported over-average rainfall. 

Through the Northern Goldfields and Gascoyne, however, the showers fell off to trivial 
amounts, and deficiencies were general. In the Tropics some patchy thunder showers were in 
evidence, but the only outstanding fall was at Turkey Creek on the 13th, when 2-10 inches were 
measured, but this was evidently of a local character, as Wyndham, to the North, measured 
only 0:40 inches, and Hail’s Creek, to the Southward, 0-12 inches. 

The main rainstorms, which were five in number, occurred at fairly regular intervals 
throughout the month, the longest fine spell being that between the disturbances which cul- 
minated on the 18th and 27th, the intervening period being broken only by some trivial 
coastal showers. A peculiarity of some of the rainstorms, notably those of the 18th and 27th, 
was the occurrence of considerably heavier falls in the extreme East of the agricultural 
country than at localities lying nearer to the Coast. 

Very bleak conditions accompanied a disturbance which marked the opening days of the 
month, At Arthur River a light fall of snow occurred on the afternoon of the 2nd. 


November.—Vhe early part of the month was characterised by a continuance of the activity 
of low pressure systems of Southern type, and showery weather consequently persisted on the 
South-West Coast and in Southern agricultural districts, while on the Srd, fair to moderate, 
and on the 10th, light falls were registered in the Northern and Eastern agricultural districts. 
From the latter date monsoonal systems assumed the chief part in weather control, In con- 
nection with one of these depressions, somewhat patchy rains—chiefiy light, but with some scat- 
tered, moderate, and heavy falls—occurred on the 15th and 16th, affecting mainly the Murchison 
and North Coolgardie fields, the Midland and Metropolitan areas, and the Lower Great Southern 
districts. A slight Southern disturbance brought showers to the South-West Coast on the 20th 
and 22nd, but for the remainder of the month fine and warm to hot conditions prevailed. 

Taking the month as a whole the average was exceeded through the greater part of the West 
and Scuth-West Coastal and agricultural districts, but detects appeared at some of the Hastern 
and North-fastern localities. The most notable excesses were, 1-88 inches at Karridale and 
Denmark, 1-84 at Perth, and 1-78 at Broomehill. In other parts of the State deficiencies were 
the geneval rule, although a few scattered exceptions were met with in the Gascoyne, Murchison, 
and Northern Goldfields. 

In the Tropics rainfall was practically confined to the Hast and inland Kimberley, where 
scattered thunderstorms fell on various dates. Amongst the few telegraphic reporting stations 
Turkey Creek stood out with a total of 2-24 inches, which is only a few points short of the aver- 
age for the month. 


December.—The rainfall was deficient practically throughout the State ; the only exceptions 
being due to local thunderstorms at a few isolated localities. 

Although the aggregate falls were greatest in the Kimberley districts, the deficiencies com- 
pared with the average were also heaviest in those areas, the usual Summer rains having, so 
far, practically failed. In other districts no rainfall of a general character occurred, but light 
coastal falls and isolated inland thundershowers fell on various dates. 
stations, however, the month was entirely rainless. 


Year 1924.—The earlier months of the year (January to Apyil inclusive) were, in generals 
deficient in rainfall. In January the only falls cf considerable importance occurred in the Kim- 
berley and at a few isolated North-West stations, but the totals were almost everywheze below 
the average. February was also marked by almost universal deficiencies, Wyndham being the 
chief exception. In March the Tropical rainfall ceased after the first week, during which it was 
confined to the East Kimberley and inland North-West. Over parts of subtropical areas the 
water supply position, which was becoming acute, was relieved by a series of three disturbances 
of Northern character, which, commencing as ordinary heat depressions, followed the unusual 
course of recurving inland in the neighbourhood of Geraldton ; they were dated respectively 
16th-I7th, 23rd-24th, 27th-30th. The first and last brought extensive inland rainfall, the 
Murchison, Northern Midland, and Hastern agricultural districts, and the Coolgardie Goild- 
fields, which were chiefly affected, showing many excesses above the monthly average, April 
with the sole exception of Winning Pool, showed a general shortage, only one extensive, enon h 
light rainfall being recorded, on the 6th—7th, over Coastal, agricultural and Goldfield aweaees 

Almost from the commencement of May a change in the type of depression was noted, 
the rapid passage of V-shaped “ lows ” being the characteristic feature of the Chart. Four dates, 
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the 12th, 14th, 25th, and 30th stood out in this regard. The rains maintained their vigour 
inland to the Eastward extremes of the wheat-growing country (including the Yilgarn Goldfield), 
where excesses above the average were general, but were less satisfactory in their extension 
Northward, defects being the rule in the Northern half of the Midland country. Lighter showers 
reached the Gascoyne and Goldfields, but here, as in the Tropics, where the month was ver 

dry, a general deficiency was shown. Rapidity of movement was again a feature ot the rain- 
bearing systems in June, and, in consequence, the periods of fine weather, with some frost at 
night, were both longer and more frequent than usual in the midwinter months. The main 
falls occurred on the 3rd, 12th, 17th, 21st and 28th, The second and third, which commenced on 
the West Coast, developed generally from the Ashburton Southward, and were responsible for 
excesses in parts of the West Gascoyne, Southern Murchison and Northern Midland districts. 
The others were more limited in their influence, and the totals, with the above, and one or two 
other exceptions, were far below the average for June. Rainfall was even lighter during the 
first three weeks of July, and fears were entertained of a failure of crops. Showers during this 
interval, however, sufficed, and a general downpour on the 22nd embraced the whole State from 
Fortescue (North-West Coast) to Esperance, (South-East Coast), including, although in a rather 
light fashion, the Murchison and Coolgaride Goldfields. This was followed by a similar storm on 
the 25th, and apprehension for the time being, was dispelled. The August rainfall was similar 
in amount and distribution to that of June and July, but, owing to the lower averages, the totals 
were in excess throughout the Coastal and agricultural country. The most important rains 
occurred in two pairs (8th and 11th), (20th and 22nd), which were separated by a fine, sunny 
interval. A series of useful showers closed the month, which was a very favourable one for the 
Metropolitan and Goldfields Water Scheme, falls ranging up to 12 inches occurring in the neigh- 
bourhood of the catchment areas. 

The next month, September, was a very trying period. Disturbances of midwinter type 
persisted, but the rains fell off very disappointingly towards the interior and Northward of Perth. 
The totals in agricultural districts were nearly all short of the average and barely sufficed to 
maintain the vitality of cereal crops. A large area of the interior, including parts of the Murchi- 
son and Coolgardie Goldfields, the extreme Hast of the Wheat Belt, and, more especially, the 
Trans-Australian country, however, recorded excesses, owing to an inland storm on the 7th 
to 9th. Another disturbance, that of the 25th, was interesting on account of its viclence, severe 
gales being experienced around our Coasts. 

The grave anxiety regarding the wheat crops which was felt at this juncture was dispelled 
in October, a splendid succession of agricultural rains (2nd, 10th, 14th, 18th and 27th being the 
chief dates) resulting in general excesses, which were most marked over the South-West Coastal 
and Southern agricultural districts, where the averages were exceeded, in many instances, by 
3 inches, thus constituting one of the wettest Octobers on record. In Perth the total was 5-50 
inches—the heaviest for October since 1890, when 7:87 inches was recorded. ‘The excesses 
extended to the Southern Goldfields and Trans—Australian country, but the Northern Fields 
and Gascoyne received little rain. A light fall of snow occurred at Arthur River on the 2nd. 
November 3rd saw another general agricultural fall, and again on the 10th good Coastal falls 
occurred, but the inland gaugings were slight. This was the last storm of winter type, but use- 
ful, although patchy falls occurred over the Murchison, parts of the wheat belt, and far North 
Coolgardie Goldfields on the 16th, in connection with a tropical disturbance. Coastal totals 
were added to by light showers on the 20th and 22nd, and showed substantial excesses for the 
month, while most of the agricultural localities were also somewhat above the average. Hlse- 
where, with the exception of a few Murchison and North ‘Coolgardie stations, defects were 
general. December rainfall was trivial, except at a few Midland stations, where thunderstorms 
fell on the 23rd. 

Rainfall in the Tropics has been overlooked in the above remarks regarding the period 
September to December, inclusive. The first Kimberley rains occurred on October 13th, but 
the only heavy fall was at Turkey Creek, where the November falls were also equal to normal, 
but December showed a very heavy deficiency, which was the case at the other stations for all 
three months. In the North-West the falls were even lighter, and confined mainly to the inland 
stations, 

Taking the year as a whole, continued drowght was the outstanding feature regarding the 
chief pastoral regions of the State—the Tropics, East Gascoyne and Murchison. In the West 
Kimberley the summer season 1923-24 was by far the worst on record, and the Hast Kimberley 
was saved from inclusion in this statement only by the rains of December, 1923. The present 
season (1924-25) has, as we have seen, opened equally unfavourably. The percentage of actual 
fall to the average was under 20% at Derby (22-13 inches in defect) and slightly over 60% at 
Wyndham (9-69 inches in defect). : 

The North-West districts (Fortescue and DeGrey), and the East Gascoyne and Murchison 
regions, did not receive a single substantial general rainfall throughout the year. Isolated 
thundershowers supplied the bulk of the registrations in the North-West, where Whim Creek 
only measured 0-17 inches and five other stations less than an inch for the whole year, while the 
maximum fall was only 3-67 inches (Bamboo Creek). Of the eighteen stations represented on 
the Telegraphic Rain Map in the Tropics, twelve experienced the driest year on record—some 
reducing by many inches the previous record. Derby, for example, had only 4:39 inches, com- 
pared*with 13-43 inches in 191] and an average of 26-52 inches, and Marble Bar 2-76, compared 
with 7-09 in 1922 and an average of 12-77 inches. 

In the East Gascoyne and Murchison the totals varied between 20% and 50°, of the average, 
but, falling in the form of light and infrequent showers, the value of the rain was even less than 
that apparently indicated by its actual amount. The West Gascoyne fared rather better, inas- 
much as one or two good rains occurred, but the totals also showed heavy defects. The samo 
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remark applies to the Coolgardie Goldfields, except that good falls were more in evidence, 
especially in the Southern portions. The Yilgarn area, which experienced a fairly successful 
wheat year, was influenced mainly by extensions of the rainfall of the agricultural region. 
In this part of the State defects were also the rule, but a large area, extending from Mandurah 
to the Leeuwin and inland to Bridgetown and Pingelly (exclusive, however, of a Coastal strip 
between Bunbury and Cape Naturaliste), and two or three minor areas, showed excesses of 
variable amounts, ranging up to 6-76 inches at Cape Leeuwin. The whole of the wheat belt 
proper, therefore, received less than normal rainfall, the shortages varying from half-an-inch to 
three inches, and, here and there, larger amounts (5-59 inches at Berkshire Valley). 

The year’s rainfall in agricultural areas fell into four main divisions. The first was the dry 
period of the earlier months (January-April), when water supplies were very short, although 
relieved partially in Northern and Eastern areas in late March. With May the second phase 
commenced, and lasted until the end of August. Each of these four months received, roughly, 
equal amounts of rainfall, in distinction to the normal distribution, which shows a rapid in- 
crease towards midwinter, and a subsequent decline. The rainfall was consequently deficient, 
but sufficient to maintain crop growth, which was further favoured by the frequency of sunny 
days, while night frosts in the fine intervals served to check pests and disease. At the end of 
August the crops promised most favourably, when the advent of the third phase—the dry 
September—for the time being entirely changed the outlook. However, the dry conditions did 
not last long enough, nor were sufficiently severe to defy recovery, which was completely effected 
in the final rainfall phase of the year, the six weeks of good rains in October and early November, 
left the crops in an even more favourable position than at the end of August. The year 
concluded with a fine ripening period, devoid (apart from a few strictly limited Midland localities) 


of hail or damaging rains,
